He was offered a job in the 
Department of Aboriginal Af- 
fairs where one of the Assis- 
tant Secretaries is ex-soccer 
player, Aboriginal cam- 
paigner and now Canberra 
City vice-president Charlie 
Perkins. : 

St. George are somewhat an- 
noyed that Canberra officials 
had approached Williams 
before contacting the club. 

Now they feel that Williams’ 
long absence from soccer — 
seven months — through a 
mystery groin injury could have 
had something to do with his 
Canberra prospects. : 

They are even -more_ in- 
censed over a rumor that 
Williams is “unhappy” with the 
ciub. 

St. George BSC general 
manager Les Bordaes, starting 
in his new assignment this 
week, said the rumor, believed 
to have originated in Canberra, 
was designed to undermine the 
improving spirit of his team. 

“If average players change 
hands for $10,000 and more — 
and if Canberra can ask $7000 
for Brian Stoddart — surely 
Harry Williams must be in the 
Kosmina-Hermiston category,” 
said Bordacs. 

“Earlier this year we made 
an official approach to 
Adeiaide City for Marocchi and 
were toid that he wasn't 
avaiiabie ‘at any price’. 

“Ail ciubs have the pre- 
rogative to get compensated 
for their stars, why not St. 
George? 

“We'd much rather keep 
Harry who has been with us 
throughout his senior career.

A few weeks ago the Saints 
were ridiculed in one 
newspaper for intending to im- 
port a player who is 16 years 
old. 


Now it turns out that falsifica- 
tion of documents in Lisbon has 
created the chaos and mystery. 


The Saints agreed late last 
year to bring out Francisco Jose 
Maria, who is a striker with first 
division FC Porto and who was 
born in 1953, according to all his 
documents. - 


However, the person who ap- 
plied for a visa in Lisbon, under 
the same name, was born in 
1961. 


A photocopy of his passport 
shows that 1961 was changed to 
1958.

If nothing else, you must admire the pluck of this kid 
Craig Johnston who stormed into a Sydney airport press 
conference with all the brashness of a pop star. 

Within minutes he expressed “disappointment, annoyance 
and surprise” that so far he had not been approached to play for 
Austraiia — although he’s been away for three years in England. 

With a fuii six first team games under his belt at 
Middiesbrough, he has declared his preference for an eventual 
Scottish cap over an Australian one, his intention to get a 
coaching iicence next year when he’s 18 and coyly admitted that 
he couid be the first £1 miiiion transfer player in Britain. 

Then, aimost as an afterthought, he added that he wasn't 
either a skilful or a naturally talented player. 3 

| imagine his worth if he were one. . . 

Of course, Craig’s fairytale story might weii continue—he 
COULD play for Scotiand one day (through his ancestry}; he 
COULD be soid for £1 miliion. 

But so far the press got carried away siightiy because Craig, 
an Ausiraiian, made the Engiish first division — where there are 
some 400-500 other piayers as weil. 

In fact, it's easy to read into the press euphoria a great deai 
of the oid Austraiian coioniai servility. one of us has been 
accepted by Engiand. 

Sure he has — why shouldn't he? Not ail those 500 first 
division pros are Brookings and Bradys and McDonaids. 

We have a host of piayers who, had they Craig's 
determination to succeed at his age of 17, would have walked into 
Engiish first division sides. 

And some years ago, Joe Marston did it, playing for severai 
seasons with Preston North End, appearing in a Cup final and 
captaining the Engiish League team. 

Don't get me wrong: Craig Johnston may weil be heading for 
stardom and we wili be just as pleased as the next man if he 
makes it. : 

But to succeed on a more permanent basis than just a few 
matches, he wili need aii his courage, ambition, juck — and a 
dash of humility which, even at 17, is an essential ingredient. 

South Melbourne has announced the appointment of 
Mark Whitewood as the ‘first fulltime soccer club 
administrator” in Australia. : 

Weil, that he is not, unless you exciude NSW from Australia, 
something the Victorians are good at. : 

Over the years, I'd say since about 1968, St. George, Hakoah, 
Wests, Marconi, Oiympic and even tiny Toongabbie have had 
several such men in charge. 2 

Typically enough, Whitewood comes from an Australian Rules 
(or whatever they caii it nowadays) club to this exuited post. 

There is no other sport in this country which wouid hand over 
top positions to men without proper soccer background with such 


footy, 

In fact, they should add the warning to the job 
advertisements: “People with soccer background shouldn't 
apply.”

against West Ham; playing 
against cup finalists Arsenai a 
week ago betore flying back to 
Australia to join Newcastie United. 

To cap a most eventful iife this 
confident young man, has signed a 
three-year contract with 
Middiesbrough.as a fuliy fiedged 
professionai soccer player.

DUTCH, SCOTS 


Looking at the prospects of this foursome the “logical’’ choice would 
be Holland and Scotland with an immediate and ae dismissal of the 


other two. But will it be that.simple? 


Holland, once again as in 
1974, are beset by an almost 
unbelievable number of in- 
ternal problems: players hag- 
gling over money, clubs de- 

_ manding compensation, stars 
pulling out of the team. 

The great Cruyff won't be in 
Argentina and his absence must 
reduce Hojiand’s chances con- 
siderably. — 

But that’s not aii: many of their 
best players are getting close to 
the veteran stage. 

Van Hanegem (33), Jansen 
(31), Jongbioed (37), Rensen- 
brink (80), Schrijvers (31) and 
Suurbier (33) are “old” by World 
Cup standards where matches 
have to be piayed every three 
days Or so. 

Apart from Cruyff, the No. 1 
goalie van Beveren, top scorer 
Ruud Geels and others have also 
refused selection for various 
reasons. 

But even without them, 
Holiand is sending a mighty 
‘team to the Mundial; how many 
other countries have a Neeskens, 
Kroi, Haan, young Johannes 
Peters or Rensenbrink in their 
line-up? 

Their splendid win last year at 
Wembiey and resuits since have 
proved that Holiand have re- 
tained ali the poise, even if not 
ali the pace, of their 1974 
brilliance. - 

In ail probability, they will be 
among the most attractive teams 
to watch if they can turn on their 
“totai football”. 

In Neeskens they have a 
superb ieader; he is still one of 


the greatest midfieiders in the: 


world. 

Rensenbrink. of Anderiecht 
may be given the role Cruyff 
played four years ago: with 
Neeskens and Peters he couid 
form ~ formidabie trio. 

In attack Holiand are certain to 
rely on Rep, the fast Rene van 
der Kerkhof and perhaps a new 
star, Nannington, or their Chinese- 
“Dutch sensation, La Ling 
Tscheu. 

Athieticaiiy, Holiand will be 
among the strongest of European 
chaliengers, easily standing up 
to Brazil or Argentina. - 

In Austrian-born manager 
Ernest Happei — fulitime coach 
of the Beigian Bruges — they 
aiso have a much tougher man 
than was Rinus Michels four 
years ago. 

In Holland’s case it’s not the 
ability that is questioned but the 
team spirit. . 

If the piayers can be motivated 
and won't argue about bonuses 
up to the eve of the Gup, they are 
certain to put on a great show. 

They ‘should easily qualify 
from their group; | expect without 
defeat. : 

Whether they can iater reach 
the finai depends on their draw. 
But if there is one team from 
Europe which looks capabie of 
actuaily winning the Mundiai, not 
just “doing weil’, | must give the 
nod to the Dutch. 

The other group favorite is 
Scotland, sending their 
strongest ever team to a 


World Cup, accompanied by. 


some 3500 easily excited fans. 
With Scots just about carrying

the best teams in Engiand, it 
comes as no surprise that 
manager Aiiy McLeod has 
leaned so heavily on his “Angio- 
Scots’. 

The weather wiii aiso be on 
their side: the cooi Argentinian 
winter and probabie rain will, no 
acubt, turn on the tough Scots 
used to some abominable condi- 
tions. 

The withdrawai of fullback 
Danny McGrain through injury 
and iiiness is a huge biow to 
McLeod; he was to be their de- 
fensive brain. 

Lack of a truly worid class 
goaikeeper couid be another 
handicap. 

But this is where their reai pro- 
biems end. McLeod can cali on 
severai outstanding defenders, 
such as Buchan, McQueen, 
Forsyth, Donachie, Jardine and 
Kenny Burns and teams _ that 
want to pierce this Ceit waii will 


~ have to get up early. 


In midfield they will have the 
polished Rioch, the busy 
Masson, the creative Hartford or 
the .indestructibie Archie Gem- 
mili, maybe Souness. 

The attack wili be explosive: 
Daigiish and Jordan, aided and 
abetted by Johnston or 
Robertson, possibly Manchester 
United’s Luigi Macari, ali smack 
of worid class. 

If money is ‘the probiem with 
the Dutch, fiery temperament can 
cause the downfali of the Scots. 

In recent years they have ac- 
quired a dubious reputation for 
discipline or iack of it: in many 
matches they jose players 
through expuision or a series of 
cautions. 

In fact, some of the Scottish 
tackies and charges, especialiy 
on goalies, can easily spark off 
troubie on the fieid. 

Personaily, | doubt if they have 
the right temperament or interna- 
tional experience to win the 
Mundiai. 

Probabiy they wiii do quite 
weii; they shouid qualify from 
their group to the second round 
rather easily. 

‘But | cannot share their op- 


‘timism about uitimate success in 


a field where teams have 
superior ‘skili (Brazii),  styie 
(Hoiland} or jocal advantages 
(Argentina). 

Iran — “our” represen- 
tatives — may emulate 


Australia’s 1974 exploits and 
escape heavy defeats, maybe 
even snatch a point off Peru. 

But they are outsiders and it 
must be something iike 500 to 1 
against them quaiifying for the 
next round. 

We have iearned to respect 


lran’s skiii, team-work and _ tac- 
tical maturity which cost 
Austraiia pienty and these 


qualities will save them from any 
reai embarrassment. 

Their recent triai matches, 
among them a draw with 
Yugosiavia. augur well for the 
iikeabie Iranis. 

In defender Nazari, midfielder 
Parvin and strikers Sadeghi and 
Jahani they have some formid- 
able piayers; the injury prone but 
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talented Roshan is another one 
towatch. | 

But the Worid Cup is not for 
beginners — and Iran, in that 
company, rates as a beginner. 

It would be great to see the 
representatives of Asia-Oceania 
excei yet, in our view, the most 
they can expect is some close 
resuits and the polite appiause 
of the pundits. 

Peru’s preparations in April 
ran into a lot of trouble: a de- 
feat in Caracas almost cost 
manager Calderon his job. 


Last week they jost 0-3 to 


Brazil in Rio — in front of 
180,000 fans. 
Their team is buiit on ex- 


perienced piayers — many of 
whom are weli past their best, 


such as Hugo Sotii, the ex- 
Barceiona ace. 
The star stopper, Hector 


Chumpitaz, is 34 yet stiil a worid 
class piayer; Sotil himseif is oniy 
30 but much slower than in his 
Spanish days. 

The Peruvians iook too fragile 
for Hoiland and Scotiand — one 
expects them to be something 


fike a skilied but  siow, 
circumspect Uruguay was four 
years ago. 


The South American milieu 
wili be a definite advantage for 
them; at ieast some of their sup- 
porters are certain to travei to the 
Mundiai and wili make their pre- 
sence feit. 

But Peru must face the Cup 
with realistic expectations and 
these certainiy don't promise 
them the necessary points to 
qualify ahead of Hojiand and 
Scotiand. 

To sum up: The two Euro- 
pean teams, Scotland and 
Holland, should make round 
two — we expect Holland to 
finish first if it suits them. By 
this we mean the last round 
(Holland v Scotland) could de- 
cide the final placings and 
both teams will try to get into 
a second group they fancy; 
something the West Germans 
were suspected of in 1974,
